Working with the precision of a crack mili¬ 
tary squad, Coleman Collieries Mine Rescue 
Team took the Alberta Provincial Champion¬ 
ship for mine rescue at competitions held in 
Coleman over the week-end. 

The Coleman team under Capt. 

Hall Chamberlin, tallied a total 
of 719 points to win out over the 
Canmore mine’s team under Capt. 

Angelo Maschio, who chalked up 
701 points. 

Third team in the event was the 
Edmonton Star Key mine team un¬ 
der Capt. W. T. Worthington, who 
placed third with 688 points. 

The competitions were held in 
Coleman with the mine rescue 
problem laid out by the provin¬ 
cial mines branch. 

The three snap teams were judg¬ 
ed on every move by competent 
judges including Phil Nelson, Di¬ 
rector of Mines, from Edmonton; 

J. Duncan Brown, former Director 
of Mines and now retired, of Ed¬ 
monton; Martin Aschacher, Dist¬ 
rict Inspector of Mines, of Edmon¬ 
ton; J. J. Kubin, District Inspect¬ 
or of Mines, Calgary; Paul Kus- 
nir, Safety Supervisor, Kaiser Coal 
of Fernie, and I. N. Potter, Dis¬ 
trict Inspector of Mines, of Leth¬ 
bridge. 

The three teams performed a 
simulated mine disaster rescue 
operation that brought toe teams 
through gas, cave-ins, mine fires 
and an accident area where first 


aid had to be applied under dan¬ 
gerous conditions. 

The teams were checked on ev¬ 
ery point from the time they began 
putting on their rescue equipment, 
testing equipment and entering 
the mine after studying the prob¬ 
lem they had to face. Several hun¬ 
dred persons attended the excellent 
performance. 

During the afternoon the com¬ 
peting teams and guests were en¬ 
tertained at a banquet at the Tur¬ 
tle Mountain Hotel, provided by 
Coleman Collieries Limited. 

During the afternoon Andy 
Leitch, now retired Safety Super¬ 
visor for the Workmen’s Compen¬ 
sation Board, acted as chairman 
of the events and called on F. J. 
Harquail, president of Coleman 
Collieries; Paul Kusnir, Safety Su¬ 
pervisor of Kaiser Coal of Fernie, 
and Jack Diskin, general man¬ 
ager of Coleman Collieries, to pre¬ 
sent awards respectively to the 
wnining teams. 

The awards were provided by 
the Mines Branch and the Work¬ 
men’s Compensation Board. 

The winning Coleman team will 
now compete in the Dominion fin¬ 
als in Penticton this summer.

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Alberta Teachers' 
Salaries Higher 
Than In U. S. 

Alberta teacher salaries are sub¬ 
stantially higher than salaries of 
teachers in the United States. The 
National Education Association, 
the largest teacher organization in 
the U. S., reports that the aver¬ 
age starting salary for teachers 
with a Bachelor’s Degree was 
$5519 in 1967-68. The average start¬ 
ing salary for teachers with a 
Bachelor’s Degree in Alberta was 
about $6300 in 1967-68 — almost 
$800 more than for U.S. teachers. 

Surveys show Alberta teachers 
with a degree also have much high¬ 
er maximum salaries than do U. S. 
teachers. 

The salary for degree teachers 
employed by the Edmonton Pub¬ 
lic School Board starts at $6300, 
rising to $10,950 in 12 years in 1967- 
68. Teachers with similar train- 
in in New York City receive from 
$6200 to $10,350, moving from mini¬ 
mum to maximum in 14 years. The 
salary rate for teachers in Den¬ 
ver, Colorado, starts at $5500, ris¬ 
ing to a maximum of $8975 in 12 
years. 

While many Canadians strive for 
parity wages with U. S. workers, 
Alberta teachers have enjoyed 
parity pay, and better, for sev¬ 
eral years. 

In contrast with Alberta’s pro¬ 
fessional teachers, whose starting 
salary is about $800 higher than 
for teachers in the United States, 
Canadian engineers graduating out 
of university last year expect to 
receive $1500 less than their U. S. 
counterparts. Substantial different¬ 
ials existed for other university 
graduates in other disciplines. 

The U. S. teachers association, 
The National Education Associa¬ 
tion, estimates 1968-69 starting 
salaries for graduate teachers will 
be $5850. Denver, Colorado, teach¬ 
ers have agreed to a salary range 
of $6,000 to $9575. The Alberta 
School Trustees’ Association re¬ 
ports that most requests made to 
school boards in bargaining -fire 
for salaries ranging from $7500' to 
$12,500 or more.

$ 16 . 00 . 


For those at Subsidy Level 11 (Taxable 
Income up to $500.00 for a single 
person or taxable income up to $ 1,000 
for a family), the rates will be $20.00 
per year for the single person, $40.00 
for a family of 2, and $48.00 for the 
family of 3 or more.

The Breakfast- 
Beat 

Inadequate breakfasts contribute 
to fatigue, reduced efficiency and 
decreased concentration, says Miss 
Alvina Berg, Nutrition Specialist 
with the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture. 

Breakfast says Miss Berg, should 
supply one quarter to a third of 
the daily requirement. Yet, many 
school children fail to eat an ade¬ 


quate breakfast and adults often 
skip it entirely. 

Miss Berg suggests you eat 
breakfast if you want to maintain 
a desirable weight. Studies reveal 
that overweight people skip break¬ 
fast in an attempt to cut down on 
calories, but become over-hungry 
and so snack on high calorie foods 
or over-eat at lunch. It is believed 
that one metabolizes food more 
completely and there is less tend¬ 
ency for fat to deposit when meals 
are eaten frequently. 

A good breakfast includes ener¬ 


gy foods in the form of enriched 
bread, whole grain cereals and 
citrus fruits. Since protein and 
fat take longer than carbohydrates 
to digest, it is important to in¬ 
clude them for breakfast. Meat, 
eggs and milk help prevent mid¬ 
morning hunger pangs and fatigue. 

A good breakfast is essential for 
the family — including Mother! 
Miss Berg says too many consci¬ 
entious mothers give so much at¬ 
tention to feeding their families 
well, that they neglect their own 
food habits.

Traffic Statistics 
In Alberta 
For March, 1968 

During March, Alberta’s traffic 
death toll was 22, bringing the 
record for the first 90 days of 1968 
to 64 dead. This was 7 more than 
March, 1967, and 7 more than for 
the first quarter of 1967. 

And there were 695 injuries re¬ 
ported during the third month, up 
131 from March, 1967. 

The 22 traffic deaths this March 
occurred in 3538 accidents. Fifteen 
lives were taken in 3743 separate 
accidents during March, 1967. No 
deaths occurred in Edmonton dur¬ 
ing March, 1968. Total so far this 
year is 19. 

Two died in accidents in Cal¬ 
gary. 

The provincial injury picture 
continues to climb. There were 695

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personal injuries reported during 
March. Added to those suffered in 
January and February, the 90 days 
total was 1768, a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease from a year ago. 

Total traffic accidents reported 
for March reached 3538. Total for 
the first three months of 1968 is 
11,627, up 9 per cent.

Careers In Home Economics: 
Preparation and Cost 

During the past six weeks I have 
tried to present a resume of pos¬ 
sible careers in Home Economics. 

It is more than just cooking and 
sewing, isn’t it? 

I suppose it is all very well to 
expound for weeks about the end 
results, but for those parents with 
graduating daughters in senior ma¬ 
triculation programs, the big ques¬ 
tions remain: What pre-requisites 
are required; Where to take train¬ 
ing and How Much Will It Cost? 

The training of a home econo¬ 
mist begins in high school where 
the student should prepare herself 
with future training with a good 
background in science —chemistry, 
mathematics, physics and biology 
if possible. It is an asset to have 
completed the Home Economics 
option. But a student may enrol 
in the School of Home Economics 
without high school options. 

All of the four western univer¬ 
sities — British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba) re¬ 
quire senior matriculation with a 
60 to 65 per cent average as a 
pre-requisites for registration. 

All degree courses have basic 
compulsory courses which a stu¬ 
dent must take giving her a gen¬ 
eral educational background simi¬ 
lar to an Arts and Science cur¬ 
riculum. In her third and fourth 
years, the student specializes 
along the line of her greatest in¬ 
terest such as teaching, dietetics, 
textiles, design or others. 

After graduation study contin¬ 
ues: for teaching, one year of tea¬ 
cher training with the Faculty of 
Education is required; for dietetics 
one year of hospital internship in- 
service training. A higher degree 
earned through further study at 
the university level leads to uni¬ 
versity teaching and research. 

A degree in Home Economics re¬ 
quires 3 to 5 years of study, de¬ 
pending on the university attend¬ 
ed, and the program is eligible to 
pursue, i.e., either a regular pro¬ 
gram or an Honors program which 
requires further study. Tuition fees 
range from $350 to $500 per year. 
In addition there will be compul¬ 
sory fees for Students’ Union, lab 
fees, medical fees and possibly 
others. 

Text books are an additional ex¬ 
pense and run from $75 to $100 
per year. 

Residence living is available at 
each campus and the rate varies 
with the type of accommodation. 
The starting rate is in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $90 per month room 
and board. Off-campus accommo¬ 
dation is generally cheaper, but 
less convenient. To give a general 


estimate of the total cost of a 
university year is difficult, but it 
ranges from $1200 to $2200, de¬ 
pending both on the individual and 
the course of study pursued. 

Hope this series has served both 
to inform and encourage future 
members of the profession.

Additional Help For 
fJ. of A. Under 
Federal Plan 

OTTAWA — Approval of an ad¬ 
ditional contribution of $5,388,144 
from the Federal Health Resources 
Fund for the University of Al¬ 
berta, Edmonton, was announced 
recently by National Health and 
Welfare Minister Allan MacEach- 
en. The money will assist costs 
of constructing a new Clinical Sci¬ 
ences Building. 

A previous $403,408 contribution 
from the Resources Fund was ap¬ 
proved in mid-1967 to assist the 
University with the functional plan¬ 
ning of its Health Sciences Centre. 

In announcing approval of this 
contribution to the university, Mr. 
MacEachen stated “The construc¬ 
tion of such facilities as the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s Clinical Sci¬ 
ences Building is essential if the 
number of graduate physicians and 
medical specialists is to be in¬ 
creased, not only in the province 
of Alberta, but in the whole of 
Canada as well. I feel that the 
construction of buildings such as 
this, in addition to increasing the 
number of medical practitioners 
and medical research personnel, 
will have a direct bearing on the 
quality of medical care available.’ 

“Similar to the good number of 
health training institutions across 
Canada that have received assist¬ 
ance from the Health Resources 
Fund, the University of Alberta 
with this building will be able to 
increase its current enrolment,” 
said Mr. MacEachen. “With the 
added training and research facili¬ 
ties of the new Clinical Sciences 
Building, the present number of 
70 to 75 students per year in the 
undergraduate medical program 
will be increased to about 120 stu¬ 
dents per year.” 

Construction of the building was 
initiated in May, 1967. It is expect¬ 
ed to be completed by October, 
1968. 

When completed and put into 
use ,the building will also be used 
for training programs and re¬ 
search purposes of residents, nurs¬ 
es and laboratory technicians. 

Located between 83 adn 84 ave. 
and 113 and 114 streets, the build¬ 
ing is adjacent and connected to 
the University of Alberta Hospital, 
and will be served by existing ser¬ 
vice facilities. 

The building consists of a four- 
storey base and an 11-storey tow¬ 
er plus penthouse, and is part of 
the master plan that has been de¬ 
veloped for University’s Health 
Sciences Centre. This plan includes 
all of the property and buildings 
of the existing University of Al¬ 
berta Hospital. 

Under terms of the Health Re¬ 
sources Fund, financial assistance 
is provided for up to 50 per cent 
of the costs incurred in the con¬ 
struction, equipping, acquisition 
and renovation of health training 
facilities, such as medical schools, 
teaching hospitals and research in¬ 


stitutions, after January 1, 1966. 

In addition to the $500 million 
Health Resources Fund for the 15 
year period 1966 to 1980, the Health 
Resources Program includes stud¬ 
ies to examine all aspects of the 
supply of health manpower and 
necessary recommendations. 

The Health Resources Program 
also provides a consultation ser¬ 
vice in the fields of health man¬ 
power and education.
